Apparently for no other reason 
than a spirit of fun, about 1,000 
students, chid in pajamas and slip- 
pers, late last night and early lo- 
day staged a wild riot on the cam- 
pus at Massachusetts Institute of

several thousand dollars on the 
new quadrangle. 


The students, yelling college 


cheers, poured streams of water 
from dormintory windows, hurled 
firecrackers from the roof tops, 
made off with a nozzle of the fire 
department, and staged an im- 
promptu tug of war with firemen, 
using a hose as a rope. 


NO INJURIES 


The excitement was marked by 


no serious injuries. 


The firemen were outnumbered, 


the hose wrenched from their 
grasp, and turned on them full 
tolaat 
Captain William C. Rich- 


ardson of the Cambridge fire de- 
partment, was the first of several 
fire fighters to lose his helmet to 
trophy seekers 


Police were called to quell the 


demonstration, but were powerless 
to halt the proceedings, amid-de- 
rltrive greetings of hoots and jeers:

department was called. As sever- 
al pieces of apparatus arrived, the 
students turned their hilarious act- 
ivities, toward the firemen, shower- 
ing them with pillows, bags filled 
wfth, water and other missiles. The 
firemen at first ignored the harb- 
agje, .and brought the fire under 
control. 


Jfo sooner had the first bonfire 


died, down than a 
second was 


started in the center of the quad- 
rangle. A little later, a third blaze 
was started, and the firemen, hav- 
ing prevented any possible spead 
of the flame to buildings, gathered 
up what was left of their hoselines 
and other apparatus, and retired 
from the scene to their fTre houses.

WESTERVILLE, O., Hay 18 — 


Defying clouds of dense smoke that 
billowed out of the State Theatre 
here early today when fire swept 
the battery and generator room of 
the building, Harold Scott, 17-yea"- 
old high school youth, rescued Paul 
Brake, a theatre employe, who 
was overcome whjle attempting to 
save some of the 
movie house 


equipment. 


Brake waa revived shortly after 


he was carried into the open air 
by Scott. 


One other man was Injured in 


the confusion that attended the 
battle against .the fire, which caus- 
ed damages, mostly by water and 
smoke, estimated at approximately 
$30,000. A. D. Cursman, owner of 
the theatre, received a gash over 
his right eye when a piece of glass 
slashed him as a window pane fell 
and broke. 


The fire broke out in the theatre 


early this morning. It was discov- 
ered when a policeman, making his 
heat, noticed smoke pouring from 
the building. The blaze was locat- 
ed in the battery and generator 
room, situated nearby the projec- 
tion booth. 


Local volunteer firemen brought 


the fire under control before the 
blaze itself caused much damage. 
Most of the loss, it was said, was 
done by smoke and wafer. Sound 
and projection equipment of the 
theatre was practically destroyed. 


Origin of the blaze, according to 


Frank Arn, local fire chief, was 
probably a short in the battery 
room.

with bird shot.

were in the exercise yard at the 
time are violent types. Many of 
them are murderers with fixed 
homicidal tendencies.

COLUMBUS, O.,—Although re- 


garding with a certain amount of 
distaste the court ruling that au- 
thorities of a state 
supported 


school have no right to dismiss a 
student for poor scholarship, edu- 
cational leaders of Ohio are prone 
to belittle the possible effects of 
the decision, a survey by Interna- 
tional News Service revealed. 


Faculty members at Ohio State 


University here contend that the 
ruling, which was handed down by 
Judge J. D. Barnes of Sidney, in 
the case of Miss Jean West, 19- 
year-old Miami University fresh- 
man, will not have a blanket ef- 
fect. 


Should similar cases arise, they 


believe, each will have to be taken 
to court individually. 


Judge Barnes' in writing his de- 


cision on the case, in which Miss 
West protested her dismissal from 
Miami University because of fail- 
ure to attain a certain specified 
scholarship standing, brought up 
the question: 


"In short, can the 
university, 


through the adoption of bylaws and 
regulations, decree that the plain- 
tiff cannot go to school?" 


Authorities are'in "accord, Judge 


Barnes wrote, that schools support- 
ed by the state do have a right to 
expel or drop students for im- 
morality, .inaubordiriatidii, 
failure 


to observe reaaonable'iftiies and re- 
gulations of conduct ?4nd_ other like 
infractions, ."but, 'nowhere are we 
able to find any decided case giving 
the right"to "school authorities to 
drop a student for failure to come 
up to scholastic requirements." 


• Commenting upon,>tfiis;-phkse of 
the question involved, Dr. J. O. 
Engleman, president of Kent State 
College at Kent, declared that Ju'd- 
ge Barnes' decision seems "to deny 
the right of a college to make and 
enforce rules concerning the schol- 
arship standards that must be at- 
tained by students to continue in 
college." 


In Judge Barnes' opinion "the 


unquestioned right" which the 
faculty has to refuse promotion or 
graduation, or even .demote .them.
